NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Mrs. Scoville has left Washington. 

Rev. Dr. Leonard Baker, of New Haven, died 
yesterday. 

Freight rates from Chicago east are down to 
124 cents. 

A flattering revival in business is reported in 
Sonora, Mexico. 

Insurance agents deny that they are about to 
insure Guiteau’s life. 

The Independent Republicans of Pennsylvania 
have issued a circular to the party. 

Senator Logan and the Inter-Ocean have quar- 
reled about the division of Federal spoils. 

Dr. Everts, of Ohio, testified in the Guiteau 
case yesterday that the prisoner was insane. 

A terrible railroad collision occurred at 
Spokane Falls yesterday, several men being 
killed. 

Secretary Blaine’s instructions to the Govern- 
ment Ministers to China and Japan regarding 
General Grant have been made public. 


AN ALLEGED PROGRAMME. 


Ever since the death of Garfield the 
first imipression of the assassination, 
that the stalwart element of the Repub- 
lican party were directly responsible 
for the foul act of Guiteau, has gradu- 
ally given place to a more reasonable 
view of the case, until to-day the con- 
viction is almost unanimous that the 
crime was inspired by no other causes 
than an unholy desire on the part of 
assassin to secure notoriety and to grat- 
ify feelings of personal spite and 
hatred. Not only has the logical se- 
quence of political events tended to cre- 
ate this impression, but the develop- 
ments of the assassin’s trial have clear- 
ly proved that stalwartism had no direct 
connection with the murder of the 
President, and the action of the Stal- 
warts themselves since the shooting has 
doubly fortified the disclosures of the 
trial. While most people regard the 
Arthur-Conkling-Grant wing of the 
party innocent of Garfield's death, still 
there are a few firebrands who appear 
anxious that the people should hold 
some one else besides Guiteau responsi- 
ble for the assassination. The N. Y. Star, 
n paper after the Morey-Letter Truth 
pat-tern of journalism, belongs to this 
class of incendiaries: We append a 
clipping from a long editorial published 
in a recent issue of that sheet, in which 
the ground is taken that the Stalwart 
programme contemplates the acquittal 
of Guitean:

THE GOLDEN GATE. 


The Usual Breezy Letter From the 
Times Correspondent. 


[Regular Correspondence of the DAL TIMEs.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., Dec. 22, 1881. 

Of all the sights which may now be seen in 
this city none is more interesting than the re- 
pairs which have been making for several 
months on the costly residence of ex-Governor 
Stanford, on Nob Hill. stanford's house, it 
would be difficult to improve, as next to tLe 
beautiful Italian structure built by General 
Cotton it is the handsomest and most imposing 


of the group of palaces raised by the railway 
millionaires on the sightly California street 
hill. Stanford, however, seems to be constantly 
improving and changing his grounds. The 
house is closed fully nine months in the year, 
but there is always a good deal of activity about 
it. Since midsummer an army of men have 
been at work on the great wall which was built 
on the Pine street side of the lot to hold up the 
immense bank of earth pressing down against 
it. It was fully twenty-five feet in height, built 
of Angel Island stone, — with granite, and 
surmounted by a beautiful iron fence. With 
the noble grounds above, the ornamental con- 
servatory of choice plants with its roof and 
walls of stained glass and the house towering 
aloft the place had an air of exclusiveness 
which impressed anyone who passed by on the 
lower street. It seemed to say: The owner of 
this retreat has millions; he has hedged him- 
self in here and does not propose to have any 
contact with the outside world. No neighbors 
have power to annoy him. He overlooks every- 
one, and has the only true independence—the 
independence given by great wealth.” 


TEARING DOWN THE WALL. 


The effect was certainly fine and the arrange- 
ment of the grounds permitted a level Tawn, 
dotted here and there with choice shrubbery. 
But the wall, massive as it was, couldn't stand 
the pressure. It was badly founded and it be- 
gan last year to show plain signs of weakness. 
A great crack, in which one could bury a finger, 
appeared near the lower corner on Pine street, 
ond an ominous bulging could be readily de- 
tected when one came in line with the wall. 
Passers-by began to avoid that side of the 
street in spite of the attractions of a good side- 
walk. Finally it became evident that the wall 
must come down. 80 one fine day a small army 
of men and carts appeared. The costly wall 
was taken down all along Pine street and half 
way up on the steep side, at Powell street. 
When the men reached the foundation, the 
secret of the wall’s weakness was revealed. The 
corner which bore the brunt of the pressure 
was laid upon a bed of blue pipe clay, which 
formed a seam in the solid rock. There was just 
enough of it to weaken the entire structure and 
ruin its stability. A crow-bar could be sent up 
to its handle in the soft mass. It was plain 
that the clay must come out, so the workmen 
dug down and kept digging for a. fortnight. 
Seventeen feet they went down before they 
reached a formation which could be counted on 
as secure and firm as the rock of ages. 


AN ENDURING FOUNDATION, 


On this rock the new wall was laid. A large 
amount of the solid side hill was blasted out to 
give additional room for the broad foundations. 
The wall was laid to stay this time, and will no 
doubt be in existence when Mucaulay’s New 
Zealander appears in the 25th century and pon- 
ders on the ruins of many-hilled San Francisco. 
A great derrick was thrown across the street, a 
steam engine puffed away hoisting all day the 
big stones, men swarmed over the place like 
ants on a giant hill,—it was one of the busiest 
sights in the city. Now the wall is substanti- 
ally finished. It has been lowered nearly one 
half, and the sensible plan has been adopted of 
making it rise from the corner, by successive 
steps. This, of course, will force the landscape 
gardener to terrace the grounds. but the pros- 
pect is that the place will be more beautiful 
than it was before. Asmall fortune has been 
spent on these repairs, and I have heard it 
stated by well-informed contractors that $100,- 
000 would not pay the cost of these improve- 
ments. But what is this sum to a man who has 
that amount of spending money every month, 
which he doesn't know what to do with? 


A BIT OF LOCAL HISTORY. 


The fortunes of the early owners of Stanford's 
place is a singular bit of local history, not 
known to many old residents. The original 
owner wasa French recluse who bought the 
place when it was a vast sand band, because he 
could sweep the harbor with his glasses and be 
removed from other men. On his death it was 
sold to Mrs. Julia Dean Hayre, the popular but 
ill-starred actress, who made the large, old- 
fashioned house her home for several years. 
“When she went East about 1862, Erwin Davis, 
the banker, bought it and built a palatial resi- 
dence and a magnificent barn, the latter alone 
costing $40,000, and being fitted up with fine 
native woods. Davis was the chief magnate of 
Pine street and had the mining market in his 
pocket. Finally he became broken in fortune, 
was succeeded in the Comstock dictatorship by 
Ralston and fled from the city leaving a horde 
of creditors to curse his cunning. He went to 
London, made two millions out of the Emma 
mine and is now enjoying his money in the 
British Capitol. The property then fell into 
the hands of Stanford, who sold the costly house 
of Davis’, tore duwn the barn and began to 
build from the foundation. Davis’ old house 
now stands at the corner of Pine and Hyde 
streets and is owned by Lachman, the great wine 
dealer. Davis spent fully a half-million dollars 
on the place and was very proud of it. Stanford 
has expended tive times as much as his predes- 
sor. The question that naturally: arises, after 
viewing the vicissitudes of the other owners, is 
—how long will he keep it and who will succeed 
him? His health is not good and a few years 
more will poy see this noble seat of wealth 
pass into the hands of strangers. 


THE BONANZA MILLIONAIRE. 


A number of workmen, for several days, have 
been dressing granite blocks on the Nob Hill 
lots, purchased and graded several years ago by 
the Bonanza Kings, Flood and Fair. This led 
to the report that Flood had at last decided to 
put up a house which would throw into the 
shade the mansions of Crocker, Hopkins & Stan- 
ford. An inquiry of the workmen, however, 
showed that the stone was intended for the 
capping of Stanford's wall, and that Flood had 
no immediate intention of squandering his 
millions in building. The fact is that both 
Stanford and Crocker have put too much money 
in their houses and they seeit. It costs a great 
amount to keep the places up and they get no 
adequate return for it. Flood has spent large 
sums on his country-seat at Belmont, because 
there he spends at least half the year, and he 
has ground enough to make some showing for 
the money expended : meanwhile he contents 
himself with very modest guarters in this city. 
It may be that he is waitin to buy up the pala- 
ces of the railway men, as he has predicted that 
they willcome to grief when competing lines 
enter the fleld for the trans-continental trade. 


THE JEANNETTE.” 


The excitement of the week has been the news 
of the return of the Jeannette crew. It was 
confidently expected here that we should get 
the intelligence ürst on this Coast, so that at 
first doubts were expressed of the genuiness of 
of the dispatches. Living as we do in an age of 
telegraphs it seems incredible that nearly three 
months should have been consumed in making 
the situation of the survivors known to the 
world. It also appears amazing that any oflici- 
als even in remote, slow northern Siberia should 
have been ignorant of the importance of for- 
warding intelligence—so ignorant that they 
sent Engineer Melville’s long dispatch to the 
Herald through by mail from Irkutsk because 
there was no money to prepay charges. Bennett 
no doubt tore his hair when he learned what a 
magnificent“ beat he had been cheated out 
of. This story of Melville is the one everybody 
is now eager to hear. There is a painful lack 
of details about the work the Jeannette has done, 
in the dispatches thus far received, and this 
letter will doubtless clear up the mystery. The 
record of the sufferings of the survivors during 
that terrible three months journey in an open 
boat, in an icy sea, when related by a graphic 
writer like Jerome Colleirs, the Herald's rep- 
resentative, will make the most awful of the 
many dark chapters of Artic hardship. 


A DULL WEEK.

The Happenings of a Day, at Home 
and Abroad. 


FEARFUL COLLISION AT SPOKANE FALLS. 


Blalne's Opinion of Grant—Guiteau’s Sanity 
Sworn to—Mexican Matters—News 
from the Nation's Capital. 


Associated Press Dispatches.] 

SPOKANE Fats, Dec. 24.— At 10: 10 this 
morning an extra train consisting of en- 
gine No. 18 and 19 flat cars left Spokane 
Falls, bound west. Immediately after 
passing the first trestle, 1 mile below this 
town, and while rounding a slight 
curve, collided with engine No. 25, 
drawing a caboose and bound east. 
Both trains were running about ten miles 
per hour and were but 100 feet apart when 
their respective engineers became aware 
of each others approach. Brakes were im- 
mediately whistled down, and engineer 
and fireman of No. 18 sprang from their 
engine almost at the moment of collision. 
Nicholas Metcalf, fireman of engine 25, 
was instantly killed. Conductor Albert 
Kitchen, of the same train, while attempt- 
ing to leap from the train, was thrown 
under the car and terribly crushed and 
mangled, dying about three hours after. 
Jas. Sproul, fireman of engine 18, was 
scalded and bruised. Engineer Ellis, of 
the same engine, had his hand torn, and 
the others of the train escaped with slight 
injuries. The two engines are very badly 
wrecked. The engine and flat cars to en- 
gine 18 are completely telescoped. Tim- 
bers were thrown 100 feet high in the acci- 
dent. The catastrophe is being visited by 
hundreds of town residents. The respon- 
sibility of the accident has not been defi- 
nitely determined. The bodies will be 
buried here to-morrow. Through trains 
will run to-morrow.

Boston, Dec. 24.— The Transcript’s 
Washington correspondent says: In the 
diyfomatic correspondence shortly to be 
published there is a certain dispatch sent 
to our Minister to China, Mr. Angell, 
which will probably create some unfavora- 
ble comment on ex-Secretary Blaine. This 
dispatch has reference to certain differ- 
ences between China and Japan, in which 
General Grant had a hand and made him- 
self somewhat conspicuous. Two Eastern 
nations seem to have rather exalted and 
erroneous ideas of Grant’s high position. 
Blaine, in his dispatch to Angell, said 
Grant was a great and honored citizen of 
the Republic: that his services to his 
country has been incalculable, but he 
called the Minister’s attention to this fact 
and desired him to impress it upon the 
God of China and upon the Japanese Min- 
ister to China that Grant was at this time 
merely a private citizen, travelling for his 
own pleasure and in his private capacity 
and with no more power to represent the 
Government. The publication of this dis- 
patch will be likely to create for the late 
Secretary a good deal of abuse among 
Grant's ‘‘stalwarts.’’

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GENERAL WALLACE. 


Gossip About the American Minister 
to Turkey 


Incidents in His Military Career—His Beauti- 
ful Home in Indianapolis—Rare 
Curiosities. 


S. F. Chronicle.) 

The career and character of General 
Lew Wallace, our new Minister to Tur- 
key, deserve more than passing men- 
tion. It is not often that one gains 

such distinction as he has won succes- 
sively with sword, pen and pencil, and 
it is still more seldom that politics turns 
from its ruts to extend recognition and 
reword to such men. General Wallace 
was born in Covington, Fountaim coun- 
ty, Ind., in 1828. His father was one 
of the first Governors of the State. The 
son was sent at an early age to Wabash 
College, and while there met for the 
first time the lady who, many years af- 
terwards became his wife. In person 
the General is a little above medium 
height, finely formed, with regular fea- 
tures, black hair and eyes, and is very 
erect and martial in bearing. While yet 
a youth he enlisted in the army and 
served his country as one of her sol- 
diers in the Mexican war. To this fact 
is attributable his remarkable fondness 
for Mexico. His ardent spirits being 
fired with the seductive beauty and ro- 
mance of the country at that susceptible 
time of life, the influence has remained 
through life and formed one of his most 
marked characteristics. Indications of 
it are seen in his writings—notably in 
“The Fair God’’—and crop out in his 
conversation. His appointment during 
the term of Mr. Hayes as President to 
the Governorship was accepted princi- 
pony because of the opportunity it gave 

im to visit the land so fascinating to 
him and gratify his longing to see and 
learn more of it. General Wallace’s 
military career is a part of the history 
of his country, especially the part taken 
py him in the War of the Rebellion. He 
had great success in drilling men and 
in inspiring them to daring deeds in 
battle. His conduct at Forts Donelson 
and Henry gave him at once a great 
reputation for daring and bravery; but 
the history of his many battles and va- 
rious services in the army would be too 
long for such a sketch as this. 


REMEMBER BUENNA VISTA. 


One incident which occurred at In- 
dianapolis, Ind., in the early part of the 
war, is characteristic of the man, and 
account of it may well be quoted here. 
In the beginning of the war General 
Wallace organized and was made Colo- 
nel of the Eleventh Indiana Volunteers. 
The regiment was composed of men of 
the highest social position; in Company 
I alone there were thirty students from 
Wabash College. On the 8thof May, 
1866, the regiment, in its new uniform, 
marched up Washington street, of In- 
dianapolis, and took position on the 
south side of Statehouse square, where 
arrangements had been made to present 
them with a national and regimental 
flag. Hon. W. E. McClean presented 
the former and Mrs. Cady of Indianap- 
olis the latter, which she had hand- 
somely embroidered hereslf. Her speech 
was elegantly written and gracefully 
delivered. The effect upon spectators 
and soldiers was most lively and touch- 
ing; tears fell freely amid rousing 
cheers and_ tigers. Colonel Wallace 
responded. After expressing his grati- 
tude to the ladies for their patriotism 
and the interest they had shown in the 
regiment, he turned to the men, and 
reminded them with great earnestness 
of the unmerited stain which had been 
cast upon the military fame of Indiana 
at Buena Vista by the arch traitor, Jef- 
ferson Davis. He besought them, while 
they did battle for the whole country, 
to remember that vile slander, and ded- 
icate themselves especially to its re- 
venge. 
uncovered heads and uplifted hands, 
to swear ‘‘to stand by the flag and re- 
member Buena Vista.“ Like one man 
they sank upon their knees, and with 
upraised hands and faces took the oath, 
amid loud amens and fust-falling tears. 


THE HOME OF THE GENERAL. 


The General’s home is in Cragfords- 
ville, Ind., a beautiful little city, noted 
for its wealth, its fine forest trees, for 
being the seat of Wabash College, one 
of the oldest institutions of learning in 
the State, and the most richly endowed, 
and for the literary character of many 
of its inhabitants. The latter charac- 
teristic has given it the title of the 
„Athens of Indiana, and the south- 
east corner, where the General lives, is 
for a like reason called the ‘ Poet's 
Corner. The Wallace house is situ- 
ated on rising ground, in the midst of 
several acres of primeval forest, which 
formerly belonged to Major Elston, the 
father of Mrs. Wallace. These patri- 
monial acres have been retained intact 
by the sons and daughters of the Major, 
who have clustered their homes about 
the loved spot, under whose wide- 
spreading trees are the graves of three 
generations of the family. The Gen- 
eral and his wife are very social in their 
tastes, fascinating conversationalists, 
and their’s is one of the most pleasant 
of the hospitable homes in the Hoosier 
State. Their house is plainly but com- 
fortably furnished. Upon the mantle- 
piece is a picture which immediately at- 
tracts the notice of the visitor. It was 
painted by a German artist, the scene 
taken from The Fair God (the Gener- 
al’s first book). It represents the In- 
dian hunter starting on his travels, the 
oscelot following. ‘The parlor opens 
into a room which is a sitting room and 
library combined. Here, in a plain 
case, are books, well chosen and vari- 
ous, showing the literary, artistic and 
military tastes of the owner. Here, 
also, are Indian relics, a handsome bow 
and arrows, wampum, the General’s 
sword and sash, a cast of a baby’s foot, 
which the General took from his own 
boy baby’s foot, a few of the General’s 
pictures, and a handsome American, 
flag, draped above the bookcase. 

WALLACE’S STUDY. 

„The Den, a room where the Gen- 
eral writes and paints, is up-stairs. In 
this room and inthe hall are most of 
his pictures. He has painted two ad- 
mirable portraits, one of his father, the 
other of his brother-in-law, the late 
Hon. Henry S. Lane. Among the oth- 
ers are two which are worthy of espe- 
cial mention, and which will some da 
be highly prized for their historic value, 
One is called The Conspirators.“ It 
represents an old yard in Washington 
City, in which are lying large blocks of 


He bade them kneel, and with | 


marble that have been condemned for 
building purposes. Sitting and leanin 
on those blocks are the men who plotted 
to kill Abraham Lincoln. All except 
one are youthful in appearance, and are 
a villainous-looking set. The portraits 
are taken from life. The General was 
on the court-martial which tried these 
men, and thus had a good opportunity 
to sketch them. The lights and shadows 
are well drawn, and the picture is ‘so 
realistic that it is with a feeling of relief 
that the visitor turns away from the 
repulsive countenances of the group 
portrayed. The second picture is called 
„The Dead Line,“ and represents a 
young boy at Andersonville, who had 
gone for water to a pool just beyond the 
line. As he reached for the water the 
sentinel shot him; and he lies there be- 
side the pool, the cup fallen from his 
hand, his fair hair blown away from his 
ghastly face, a terrible memorial of the 
dark days of the rebellion, when our 
gallant soldiers were starved and so in- 
humanly treated that the story of it 
seems almost incredible. The few pic- 
tures the General has found time to 
paint show great talent. The two books 
which he has given to the world, The 
Fair God, and Ben Hur,“ are histor- 
ical and religious. They show great 
research and study; the close observa- 
tion of the artist, and the brilliant im- 
agination of fhe poet. The Fair God’’ 
depicts the earnestness and sincerity 
with which the Mexicans clung to their 
old worship, and their looking and 
longing for The Fair God. In Ben 
Hur“ we have the stroy of a young Jew, 
watching, questioning, and finally ac- 
cepting Christ as his rightful King. No 
one who has read Ben Hur“ would fail 
to note the beauty of language and 
thought, and the reverential manner in 
which sacred themes are there dis- 
cussed. It is said that when President 
Garfield gave General Wallace his com- 
mission as Minister to Turkey, he wrote 
across the paper Ben Hur,“ a delicate 
compliment most gracefully given.

AM ushroom Plantation. 


The manager of the property on 
which the Mammoth Cave is situated, 
in Kentucky, Mr. Klett, and an enter- 
prising Frenchman, M. Meuzzarelln, a 
successful mushroom grower, having 
completed arrangements to start an im- 
mense mushroom farm in the cave on 
Audubon avenue, which is now rarely 
visited by tourists, since it has few eu- 
rious or attractive features. In the cave 
there is a uniform temperature of fifty- 
four degrees, which is a condition of 
successful growth, and, like the blind 
fishes, this fungus has no need of sun- 
light.

ESTHETIC LIMBS. 


The Means of Locomotion Consid- 
ered in a New Aspect. 


Poetry in Legs—Limbs that Have Been Famous 
in Human Affairs—The Legs of the 
Aposties—Female Limbs.

WOODEN ONES 


have been celebrated; and perhaps, 
now that we are coming to judge them 
by an intelluctual standard, a good many 
more will prove to be wooden than we 
ever dreamed of. We feel quite cer- 
tain that the question of size has very 
little or nothing to do with the matter, 
for the smallest legs have often been 
the most conspicuous, and very large 
ones have failed to lift their owners 
above the commonplace. Indeed, short 
legs, not to say thin and scrawny ones, 
have probably taken precedence, as a 
rule, in the achievement of memorable 
deeds and the furtherance of enterprises 
of great pith and moment. So there 
must be some subtile and under-sur- 
face mode of reasoning by which leg 
criticism should arrive at its judgments. 
We may safely believe that Goliath 
hada pair of legs which were striking 
and calculated to win him renown as a 
warrior, but they went down like a 
couple of ten-pins before the sling of a 
man poised on legs that were certainly 
not large or long, however ‘‘limpid and 
utter’? they must have been. Samson 
had tremendous legs, too; but Samson 
turned out to be a miserable failure, 
notwithstanding. The only

among the Disciples were Peter and 
Judas, strange to say. John had legs 
not much more pronounced we should 
guess, than those of Alex. H. Stephens; 
and Paul stood in the presence of 
Agrippa upon legs that were not only 
short, but gaunt and unimpressive. 
Plato had insignificant legs; and so had 
Pericles and Homer. Antony, on the 
other hand, who lost his kingdom for a 
kiss, boasted ‘‘magnificent limbs,“ and 
Nero, of violin-playing memory, had 
tlie legs of a Roman gladiator. It 
would not be difficult to demonstrate 
that, in ancient times, the less a man 
had in the way of legs, the more he 
seemed to accomplish. Turning to 


modern history and facts of daily ob- 
servation, the truth still appears to be 


that potential as legs are in the strug- 
gle of life—and we are not seeking to 
controvert that idea—we must look be- 
yond the mere indication of bulk for the 
true theory of criticism. Napoleon, it 
is well known, had short and ‘‘dumpy’”’ 
legs, but they carried him to a fame 
that is yet foremost in military annals ; 
and Grant, who stands next to Napol- 
eon asa commander of armies and a 
winner of victories, has a similar brevi- 
ty and dumpiness below the anatomical 
parting of the ways. In politics it oft- 
enest happens, we think, that a super- 
fluity of leg is an embarrassment rath- 
er than an advantage; and though we 
say it who should not, long-leggedness 
in journalism is a hindrance and a 
snare. The men who run to legs ap- 
pear to be more given to stumbling 
than 
THOSE WHO TRAVEL 


on shorter and more nimbler allowances 
in that respect—which tends to prove, 
we take it, that there is an unconcious 
sort of connection between the brain 
and the legs which has much to do with 
moulding the character, though we 
must confess that in many instances we 
might name this inter-dependent theory 
never seems to work farther than about 
tothe middle of the body. We have 
spoken up to this point only of the in- 
fluence of legs in a masculine way, and 
we hesitate to touch the feminine as- 
pect of the matter. It would be pleas- 
ant, in an esthetic sense, to believe 
that the fairest half of creation is not 
equipped with legs at all, but propelled 
by hidden pinions or invisible springs 
and spiritual contrivances, The dis- 
closures of fashion, however, forbid 
any such pretty illusion; and we must 
take things as we find them. Oh, 
the difference!’’ as Wordsworth ex- 
claims; and yet the difference is worth 
considering. The ‘‘limpid and utter“ 
notion will certainly apply to much that 
is revealed by the prevailing style of 
dress, described by Mrs. Oliphant as 
shy knees hid in a single trouser;“ 
and many a poem'' will be manifested 
to us, no doubt, when the esthetic 
dress now coming into vogue shall be- 
gin to invite general scrutiny. After 
all, perhaps it would be as well to defer 
the passing of judgment upon this side 
of the question until we can examine it 


more closely, an opportunity for which, 


according to signs, we shall not have 
long to wait. Meanwhile, we hope the 
critics of the new. school will give us 


Tome definite instructions about the 


means to be employed in searching out 
the ‘‘delicately intellectual points of 
an object which has heretofore been re- 
garded only in its utilitarian relation.

Female Physicians in New York.

There are ten properly matriculated 
lady physicians here, who make on an 
average an income of $8,000 a year.

Jacobi, who is in professional as well 
as matrimonial partnership with her 
husband, and has a home that almost 
deserves to be called a mansion in the 
richness of its furnishing and appoint- 
ments. She is a Putnam, ard a direct 
descendant of the staunch old Israel, of 
revolutionary fame. Mrs. Jacobi is not 
what is called a ‘‘woman’s rights wo- 
man, but she thinks many of their 
cherished doctrines would come to pass 
if they would first bend their gnergies 
on a point to which they give compara- 
tively little attention, that of gaining 
the same educational advantages for 
women as are provided for men. 

Of course there are countless other 
women physicians in New York, but I 
limit myself to those of, she regular 
school, and those whose education, ex- 
perience and talents have been recog- 
nized by the most eminent physicians 
of the opposite sex. 

One wonders why women have not 
evinced a more decided liking for the 
profession of dentistry, which offers 
fewer obstacles in the way of prepara- 
tion and popular prejudice than that of 
medicine. The leading dentist of Rus- 
sia is an American woman, living in St. 
Petersburg, and she has the honor of 
performing on the mouths of the royal 
family. 

There are so few women doctors in 
this country that itis difficult to find eut 
anything about them. Those in this 
city are mostly married women who 
help their husbands, and there is one 
fair quack who advertises ‘‘diamond 
fillings.’’ 


Murdered ‘in Prison.

A Sun special from Sing Sing says 
that an Italian in the State Prison on a 
life sentence for a former murder 
killed Charles Williams. by whose side 
he was working, this morning.

In 
aninstant he had dashed his blood- 
stained knife in a barrel of water, and 
was seated again before his potatoes, 
busily peeling them. Williams died 
three minutes after he was stabbed. 
Williams was twenty-nine years old.

BILLY FLORENCE. 


The Ambition of the Actor to Be- 
come a Diplomat. 


His Contemplated Retiracy from the Stage— 
Tired of Traveling he wishes to As- 
sume an Official Career. 


From the New York Times.] 

The American stage is in imminent 
danger of losing two of its best known 
and most widely admired artisis in the 
— of Mr. and Mrs. William James 

‘lorence. The genial actor, in the 
oourse of many years of travel through- 
out the world, has become interested 
in the study of diplomacy, and is seri- 
ously contemplating retirement from 
the dramatic profession and an entrance 
upon the field of diplomatic labor. It 
is well known that the President is not 
unfriendly to him, and his plan is by 
no means unlikely to be executed. 
Linking his arm in that of a Times re- 
porter yesterday, Mr. Florence ex- 
plained the reasons for his intended 
new departure during a walk down 
Broadway. ‘‘I am getting very; very 
tired,’’ he said, ‘‘of the hard work I 
am doing, and Mrs. Florence is also be- 
coming weary. I have passed beyond 
the point where I am obliged to act for 
a living, and playing so naturally pre- 
vented me from clinging to the stage 


from any sentimental views. I have 
been an actor now for thirty- 
two years—a longer record than 


many of the profession can show. 
In that time I have seen whole constel- 
lations of brilliant stars disappear and 
their places taken by new groups, and 
I begin to think that I have earned the 
right to a little rest after my years of 
hard work. Not long ago I was present 
at a dinner party in London which in- 
cluded Irving, Booth, Barrett, McCul- 
lough and Toole, every one of whom 
had, in years gone by, acted with me in 
subordinate parts, when I was the lead- 
ing attraction. I fully realized in that 
party, for the first time, how long I had 
been before the public, and it set me to 
thinking that I might now step out of 
the profession very gracefully. I am 
still in the prime of life, though I have 
turned 50, and my audiences are as 
kind and cordial as ever, but I am not 
obliged to act for the money now, and I 
see no good reason why I should not 
rest from my professional toil and leave 
the stage entirely to the younger gen- 
eration which is springing up and de- 
serves so much encouragement. In 
short, I have made up my mind that the 
time has come for me to give up trav- 
eling continually from one part of the 
world to another and to settle down to 
the enjoyment which I have fairly 
fearned. That is the story in a few 
words.“ 

Have you any particular leaning 
toward diplomacy ?’’ asked the reporter. 

„Well, you can hardly call it that, 
was the response. I don’t look upon 
myself as a Disraeli or a Bismarck, but 
in the course of my varied travels it 
has been my good fortune to be thrown 
into the society of statesmen and the 
higher classes all over the world, and I 
bave often thought I should like to rep- 
resent my native country in a foreign 
land. Three is a charm about the life 
which is irresistible to me, and I cer- 
tainly feel myself thoroughly compe- 
tent to perform the duties of any posi- 
tioa which I would be bold enough to 
ask. I have had many intimate friends 


eral of America abroad, and perfectly 
understand thé work to be done. No 
member of the dramatic profession has 
as yet held a diplomatic position from 
this government, and I have thought 
that it would be a graceful honor to the 
profession if I should be fortunate 
enough to succeed in securing an ap- 
pointment; it would break the ice and 
open the way for other actors in the 
future. I think that as a profession we 
are peculiarly adapted for diplomatic 
work. Inthe course of our travels we 
become acquainted with the character 
of foreign nations, and such an acquaint- 
ance is certainly a valuable knowledge 
fora Mimister or Consul. Of course, 
I cannot make the same money that I 
do now, but Iam not looking for money. 
I am secured from the necessity of work 
for the balance ef my life. What I 
want now is a change to an employment 
which shall be at once congenial to my- 
self and of some practical benefit to 
others. I am nota lazy man, andI 
don’t want to be idle, andI look to 
diplomacy as the most pleasing labor 
that I can engage in.“ 

„Have you fixed upon any field for 
your new labars?“ 

„J have thought it over a great deal, 
but I have made no applicatiou yet to 
the Government, and have chosen no 
particular. place. What I would like 
would be a position as Charge d' Affaires, 
or Consul-General, and I have thought 
that Switzerland, Denmark or Sweden 
would suit me very well. Such a posi- 
tion for me would please Mrs. Florence, 
too. Like myself she is getting very 
weary of the work that she is now doing. 
But all this is merely speculation for 
the present. Ihave made engagements 
until next spring, and these must be 
filled, so that Ican do nothing in any 
other line till then, at all events. In 
the meantime I may secure a home 
theatre for myself in New York and 
give up my ambition of representing 
my country abroad: All that I can say 
for certainty is that I am determined to 
secure some business which will not 
involve traveling continually from one 
end of the world to the other and severe 
mental and physical labor between the 
journeys.“

MAJOR BELL’S BOOK. 


A Review of the First Chapter of a 
Ranger's Reminiscences. 


— — — 


A Stage Ride in Karly Days—The Old Bella 
Union Hotel—Los Angeles in 1852 
—Prominent Characters. 


Major Horace Bell’s book, the ‘‘Remin- 
iscences of a Ranger,’’ has received 80 
many favorable triticisms that any en- 
comiums the Times might pass on it would 
seem inspired by the general verdict of the 
press rather than a desire for an honest 
review. The work, however, is thorough- 
ly interesting from beginning to end, not 
only to Angelenos, but to readers entirely 
unfamiliar with our locality and history. 
Major Bell employs a peculiar style in his 
chronicles. He uses the quaintest phrases 
and decorates every subject with a profu- 
sion of genuine California slang that is 
very attractive to the ordinary reader. 
The descriptions are faithfully portrayed 
and the personal anecdotes have an air of 
genuineness that make them doubly inter- 
e3ting. As the story is founded on fact 
and deals principally with Southern Cali- 
fornia and Los Angeles it will be accepted 
as a representative book and will event- 
ually constitute a part of the history of 
tle country: The story opens with a 
charming account of the author’s arrival 
at San Pedro and his novel stage ride 
from that point to Los Angeles. Speaking 
of that memorable stage journey, behind 
veritable bronco mules, the Major says: 
AN EXCITING RIDE. 

„At San Pedro we found two stages of 
the old army ambulance pattern, to which 
were being harnessed as vicious a looking 
herd of bronco mules as ever kicked the 
brains out of a gringo. The stages were 
soon ready and we were invited to ‘‘get 
in.“ A sailor-looking fellow, whe scemed 
to be be at least half-scas-over, sat on the 
driver’s seat and held the lines all together 
in both hands, while two savage looking 
Mexicans, mounted on horses that, for 
bone and sinew, would have vied with the 
famous steed of Mazeppa, stood with 


lassoes tightly drawn on the leading mules 
to ‘‘guide center,“ while two others stood 
in a flanking position with their riatas 
ready to be used as whips to urge the ani- 
mals forward when the word to let loose“ 
was given. Finally, when all ‘hands were 


seated, a portly-looking young man called, 


Banning, came around with a basket on 
his arm and offered to each of the passen- 
gers an ominous looking black bottle, re- 
marking, Gentlemen, there is no water 
between here and Los Angeles,“ and then 
inquired, ‘‘All ready?“ One surly looking 
sailor driver grumbled out in reply, ‘Is 
there going to be no betting?’’ when Ban- 
ning laughingly remarked that the drivers 
usually expected the passengers to bet 
something on the trip, just enongh to 
make it interesting,’’ whereupon a passen- 
ger who sat beside me, whose neat appear- 
ance showed him to be a recent importa- 
tion, offered t6 bet five dollars on our 
stage. One of the horse racers on the 
other stage said: Well, do you suppose 
there is a man on this wagon who would 
bet five dollars? Thereisaslug. I'll go 
you on the trip. My neighbor, whom I 
recollect as Ransom, failed to respond; so 
the author patriotically saw his $50, after 
which the betting became general. When 
all the stakes were made, Banning sang 
out to the driver: Nov, lads, mind your 
helm! Let her drive!“ and the Mexican 
major-domo savagely yelled out: ‘‘Suelto 
carajo! and sure enough it was ‘‘letloose”’ 
and away we went. Of all the rattling of 
harness, kicking. bucking, pulling, lashing 
and swearing, the twelve bronco mules, 
the two half-drunk sailor drivers, and the 
six 1 conductors with their chief, 
the Major-domo, they did the most. The 
mules were worthy of the glorious country 
and their domineering and _ relentless 
masters. The two Mexicans who ‘‘guided 
center“ on the two leading mules of both 
stages, were certainly artists; they were 
absolute masters of the situation. They 
just snaked the mules along, whether they 
would or not. The four out-riders, or 
mule-whackers, showed a_retinement in 
whipping mules that was absolutely in- 
comparable, and by the time we were half 
way to the Angels, the mules bore a per- 
fect resemblence to the ring-streaked and 
striped kind of Holy Writ. The two half- 
drunk sailor drivers would war at each 
other, as we dashed along at light- 
ning speed, sometimes passing each 
other, sometimes neck and neck, 
each team straining every nerve to get 
ahead of the other. Helm a-port, you 
lubber! Dan’t you see you will run into 
mel! always with an amount of profanity 
that was absolutely appalling. Greeley’s 
ride with Hank Monk was monotonous 
compared with the carly staging between 
San Pedro and Los Angeles. There was 
money bet on that bronco mule stage race, 
and when we had passed over about half 
the distance, the two teams kind of slacked 
up in speed, as if by mutual consent of 
all concerned, except we who had bet our 
money. We were opposed to anything of 
the sort, and urged our driver onward, 
when he said in a gruff kind of way: 
When will we splice the main brace?”’’ 
One of the black bottles was accordingly 
opened and passed to the driver, who 
raised his eyes heavenward and gazed pi- 
ously at the stars that were just begin- 
ing to twinkle in the early twi ight, and 
then passed it to one of the whackers,’’ 
who also raised his eyes heavenward and 
gazed at the stars, We passed ont anoth- 
er bottle, and all of the Dons followed 
suit. We could see that the same per- 
formance was being gone through with by 
the party in charge of the other stage. 
We inside the stage went through the 
game pious devotions, only we failed to 
see stars. One happy passenger at this 
juncture said tothe driver: II give 
you $5 if you'll beat that stage to the 
city.”’ Bully.“ said the, sailor. How 
much will you give? And you? And you? 
And vou? And we all'“ who had bet 
gave $5, and then said the driver. Them 
buckaries have got to scon, or we are 
beaten worse nor a Chinese junk.“ We 
saw the Dons and told the driver to let 
loose again, and away we went, rackety- 
whack. The party in the other stage had 
seen the driver and Dons apparently in 
the same manner as we had seen ours, so 
we got no advantage of them, and the 
racing, lashing and swearing, both in En- 
glish and Spanish, recommenced in as 
lively a manner as before, and on we 
dashed. In u brief space of time we were 
coming up San Pedro street at a fearful 
speed, followed by a pack of dogs, bark- 
ing, yelping and snarling at us in a savage 
way. By the time we turned to come in- 
to town, about First street, their number 
seemed legion, ‘‘ mongrel, puppy, whelp 
and hound.“ With the whole pack at 
our heels, we drove up to the Bella Union 
Hotel, now the St. Charles, our team at 
least a half block in the rear of the win- 
ning party. Alas, for human folly ! 
Where was my $50, my $5 to the driver, 
ditto to the Dons? It seemed to me 


ominous of future bad luck in the city of 
the angels—of financial failure—Alas! 
Alas! 


LOS ANGELES IN 1852. 

After this vivid description the author 
gives an interesting account of the Befla 
Union Hotel, its genial proprietors, its 
savage barkeeper, and its influence as a 
centre of refinement and civilization. He 
then speaks of the first great mob trial in 
Los Angeles, and ends the chapter with a 
vivid description of Los Angeles, her so- 
eie ty and her famous characters in 1852. 
He says: 


Los Angeles, at the time of my arrival, 
was certainly a nice looking place. The 
houses generally looked neat and clean, 
and were well whitewashed. There were 
three two-story adobe houses in the city, 
the most important of which is the pres- 
ent residence of Mrs. Bell; then the Tem- 
ple building, a substantial two-story, at 
the junction of Main and Spring streets; 
and the old Casa Sanchez, on what is now 
Sanchez street. The lower walls of the 
latter are still there, the house having 
been razed. The business of the place 
was very considerable; the most of the 
merchants were Jews, and all seemed to 
be doing a paying business. The fact was, 
they were all getting rich. The streets 
were thronged throughout the entire day 
withsplendidly mounted and richly dressed 
caballeros, most of whom wore suits of 
clothes that cost all the way from $500 to 
$1,000, with saddle and horse trappings 
that cost even more than the above named 
sums. Of one of the Lugos, I remember 
it was said his horse equipments cost over 
$2,000. Everybody in Los Angeles seemed 
rich, everybody was rich, and money was 
more plentiful, at that time, than in any 
other place of like size, I venture to say, 
in the world. The question will at once 
sugges itself to the reader: Why was it 


» that money was so plentiful in Los Ange- 


at the time referred to? I will inform 
him. The great rush to the gold mines 
had created a demand for beef cattle, and 
the years 48, 49 and ’50 had exhausted 
the supply in the counties north of San 
Luis Obispo, and purchasers came to Los 
Angeles, the greatest cow county of the 
State. The Southern counties had enjoyed 
a succession of good seasons of rain and 
bountiful supply of grass. The cattle and 
horses had increased to an unprecedented 
number, and the prices ranged from $20 
to $45 per head, and a man was poor in- 
deed who could not sell at the time one or 
two hundred head of cattle, and many of 
our first-class ranchers—for instance the 
Sepulvedas, Abilas, Lugos, Vorbas, Picos. 
Stearns, Rowlands and WilKams—could 


sell a thousand head of cattle at any time: 


and put the money in their pockets as 
small change; and 4s such they spent 
it * * * : 


1 have no hesitation ip saving that in 
the years’ 1851, 52 and °53, there were more 
desperadoes in Los Angeles than in any 
place on the Pacitic Coast, San Francisco 
with its great population not excepted. It 
was a fact that all the bad characters who 
had been driven from the mines had taken 
refuge in Los Angeles, for the reason that 
if forced to move further on it was only a 
short ride to Mexican soil, while on the 
other hand all of the outlaws of the Mexi- 
can frontier made for the California gold 
mines, and the cut-throats of California 
and Mexico naturally met at Los Angeles, 
and at Los Angeles they fought. Knives 
and revolvers settled all differences, real 
or imaginary. The slightest misunder- 
standings were settled on the spot with 


knife or bullet, the Mexican preferring the 


former at close quarters and the American 
the latter. During the years of '52 and 
53 it was a common and usual query at 
the bar or breakfast table, “Well, how 
many were killed last night?’ then ho 
was it!“ and who killed him?“ The year 
53 showed an average mortality from 
fights and assassinations of. over one per 
day in Los Angeles. In the year last re- 
ferred to, police statistics showed a great- 
er number of murders in California than 
in all the United States besides, and a 
greater number in Los Angeles than in all 
the rest of California. The desperadoes 
set all law at defiance, Sheriffs and Mar- 
shals were killed at pleasure, and at one 
time the office of Sheriff, then worth $10,- 
000 a year, went a begging; the wheels of 
justice refused to revolve; no man could be 
found bold enough to come forward and 
accept the. office until Jim Thompson 
threw himself into the breach, as it were. 
and became Sheriff of Los Angeles county, 
when two predecessors had been assassin- 
ated within a year preceding his appoint- 
ment. It is worthy of remark that Jim. 
being rich at the time, did not need or 
want the office, but accepted it solely on 
the urgent demand of the courts of jus- 
tice. Robberies were of rare occurrence, 
money being so plentiful and so easily ob- 
tained by gambling that out-and-out rob- 
“bery was not necsssary. * 

Within three or four days following my 
arrival several men were pointed out to 
me as first-class desperadoes,the most con- 
spicuous of whom was ‘Crooked-nose 
Smith.“ who had killed his half-dozen 
men in the upper country, and when he 
did Los Angeles the honor of his presence 
he gave out the comforting assurance that 
he would not kill any one until just before 
he would depart for Mexico. ‘Crooked- 
nose”’ was certainly aman of honor as well 
as a first-class artist, for he kept his prom- 
ise to the very letter. On the day prior to 
his departure he did us the honor to fur- 
nish a first-class gambler for breakfast. He 
politely apologized for the interruption he 
had caused in the unusual quiet that had 
pervaded the atmosphere of our beautiful 
city, by saying that he had not killed a 
man for six months and he feared he might 
get his hand out. ‘‘Crooked-nose”’ was a 
very prince ofa desperado, the admiration 
and envy of all the small-fry members of 
the profession who had as yet only killed 
their one or two men. ‘Cherokee Bob” 
was another artist of great merit, and was 
pointed out to me as a gentleman of great 
consequence, who had killed six Chilenos 
in one fight, and although he had been rid- 
dled with Bullets and ripped and sliced 
with knives, yet he had never failed to get 
his man when he went for him. There 
were many other eminent characters who 
proudly walked the streets with all the 
pomp and circumstance of being looked 
up to by the commonality of mankind. In 
the innocent simplicity of my heart I men- 
tally exclaimed: Surely I am not only in 
the city of the angels, but with the angels 
here I dwell.

The City Council met last night in reg- 
ular session, President Moran presiding, 
and eleven members presont. The min- 
utes of the last meeting were read and 
approved.

Mr. Cohn here stated that certain mem- 
bers of the Council had attacked his official 
record. 

The Chair appointed a committee ‘of 
three, consisting of Steere, Mullaly and 
Teed, to investigate the matter and. report 
at the next meeting of the Council. 

The Mayor’s message was then taken up 
and read by the Clerk. 

The message was received. 

In the Mayor’s annual message he says: 
From the reports of the officers who col- 
lect and disburse the revenues of the city, 
it appears that the city’s financial condi- 
tion is healthy, and they furnish ground 
for the hope that at no distant day the 
existing debt of the city will be liquidated. 
The revenue paid into the treasury the 
past year from all sources, was $172,672. 
The disbursements for the same period 
amounts to $134,952, leaving a balance in 
the treasury of $37,770. The health, of 
the city has been remarkably good 
throughout the year. The school system 
is in a flourishing condition. There are 
one thousand six hundred and eighty at- 
tending school. This is an increase of 
more than four hundred since last July, 
The general good order which has pre- 
vailed during the past year is largely at- 
tributable to the vigilance of the police 
under its present chief, and the judi- 
cibus enforcement of the ordinances by 
the City Court. 

Councilman Kulrts asked that bids be 
received for the publication of the Mayor's 
message. 

Councilman Moore asked that it be re- 
ferred to a committee of five. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Kuhrts, 
Moore, Cohn, Steere and O’ Neil. 

The City Patent of 1868 was re‘erred to 
the City Attorney to report at the next 
mecting. 

The weekly report of the City Auditor 
was referred to the Financial Committee.
